How Did You Win The 
War, Daddy?

How prone people are to be forgetful and 
unappreciative of the past. The apparent failure 
of two world wars to provide mankind with 
peace has bred a spirit of frustration, if not 
defiance, that makes headlines after every 
Remembrance Day. 

However, a former Moderator of the United 
Church of Canada, Dr. Robert B. McClure, put 
the matter succinctly when he said, “Never was 
national policy changed by carrying placards, 
throwing ink or paint. These methods require a 
very minimum of effort and thought, and result 
in a minimum of effectiveness. The true rebel is 
one who is dissatisfied with things as they are 
and wants to build a better world. He is not one 
of those with long hair and short brains, or 
tight pants and loose morals.” 

It is not without significance that Queen 
Elizabeth leads the peoples of her far-flung 
Commonwealth in homage, not before some 
tomb with a well-known name in Westminster 
Abbey but in Trafalgar Square, and places a 
wreath before the tomb especially erected to 
the sacred memory of ““The Unknown Soldier.” 

Children and young people may smile as 
they ask their father or grandfather how he 
won the war. But he did, with others like him. 
Every ship relied on the integrity of each of its 
company. It was on the individual pilot’s skill 
that every air operation hung. It was the 
anonymous ones who won the war. 

They went forth from farms and villages, 
cities and towns, offices and factories, high 
schools and universities. They went forth in 
ones and twos. They went forth in thousands 
and tens of thousands. Their names made little 
print in the press, beyond statistics. Only a few 
were decorated with the Military Cross. Fewer 
still received the Victoria Cross. 

But they went forth. More particularly they 
went forth, in the Second World War, to stem 
the tide of anti-Semitism that was t 
lives of 6,000,000 Jews. They went forth that 
clergymen could speak as they wanted to speak, 


Wa ee eee Wl 
offered their lives to stem and finally turn back 
a tide of totalitarianism that would have largely 
submerged the world. Dishonor on us should 
not keep either us or the rising generation from 
pausing on November 11th in grateful 
remembrance of them. 

The final Remembrance Sunday service that 
I conducted in a Toronto pastorate found me 
going into the sanctuary earlier than usual, to 
be sure that everything was just right on the 
pulpit. I though I was alone, until I heard a 
movement off to the side.
